But in 
my’view the future in Asia, whethef it 
is to be Communist or not, depends on 
what happens in India. In India it is 
still possible to prove that there is a 
good future for the people of Asia with 
out the desperate methods of the totali- 
tarian State, It is still possible to prove 
that the Western nations are genuinely 
concerned with the future of Asia 


Important Move 


No doubt, considering the present 
mood of Congress about foreign aid, it 
seems almost silly to say that the most 
important move that could now be made 
in foreign policy would be for the West- 
ern world, with the United States playing 
a principal part, to underwrite and to 
guarantee the success of the Indian 
development. 

But if we fail to do it, the day will 
come when we shall reproach ourselves 
bitterly for having, shortsightedly and 
in a small ‘spirit, missed our last best

In warm, sunny weather, 
layers of air tend arrange 
thenfselves in the opposite 
formation. Light, rare air 
formed near the warm ‘ground 
Cooler layers of 
density are piled above. The 
pyramid is now standing on its 
head. Beams of light passing 
through such a gradient of 
atmosphere..are refracted up- 
ward. This type: of mirage 
creates those rippling puddles 
which appear and disappear on 
the hot paved highway. 

These puddles look like 
shimmering water and fade’ be- 
fore we get close enough to 
touch them. Actually. we are 
seeing a mirage image of the 
summer sky. Far ahead on the 
highway, we can watch an on- 
coming car pass through such 
a mirage.

LONDON—From this week on, Canadian 
visitors are allowed to drive a car in this 


country without the necessity of taking out a 
British driving permit.
